LONDON, May 9. — The Lloyd George government was vindi- 


cated this evening when the House of commons, voting on Her- 
bert Asquith's motion for the appointment of a parliamentary 
committee to investigate General Maurice's charges against the 


premier, defeated the measure, 293 to 106. 


LONDON, May 9. — Lloyd George said in his speech of defense 


in the Commons today that if the Asquith motion for a special 
committee probe was carried, Asquith would again be responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the war. 


The premier denied that the war cabinet overruled Field 


Marshal Haig and Chief of Staff Robertson regarding the ex- 
tension of the British front. 


"This controversy is paralyzing and destructive," Lloyd George 


said. "At this moment the fate of the empire is hanging in the 
balance, while the Germans are planning the biggest blow of the 
war."

Heavy fighting, although on a comparatively narrow front, is con- 


tinuing in Flanders, where the Germans began yesterday another at- 
tempt to drive a wedge into the entente lines and outflank the hill 
positions southwest of Ypres. This attempt failed and only a tempo- 
rary success was secured by the enemy in gaining a foothold in the 
allied front line at points between Voormezeele and La Clytte. 


Last night the British and French drove back sharply at the Ger- 


mans and ousted them from the small bits of territory they had won. 
Heavy casualties were inflicted on the two German divisions which 
were engoged in this operation. 


Notwithstanding their heavy losses, the Germans seem reluctant to 


abandon the effort and this morning found them renewing the attack 
to the north of Kemmel, in the Vierstraet and Dickiebusch region. A 
heavy machine gun fire forced the British line back at one point, but 
the recession was a slight one, and the ground remained disputed ter- 
ritory. The fighting was continuing here when the day's report from 
British headquarters was dispatched.

Rumanians Accept Harsh Terms 


Lands and Guns Are Given to Huns 


AMSTERDAM. May 9.—The peace 


treaty signed by Germany and her 
allies with Rumania consists of eight 
clauses. The first restores peace; the 
second 
demobilizes the 
Rumanian 


army, except ten divisions, two re- 
maining- as protection for the fron- 
tiers of Bessarabia and eight in Mol- 
davia, the total "hot to exceed 20,000 
infantry and MOO cavalry. 
The third clause separates J3o- 


brudja from Rumania and restores to 
Bulgaria Bulgarian territory 
which 


fell to Rumania 
by 
the treaty of 


Bucharest In 1913. Rumania cedes to 
the central allies that part of Do- 
brudja north of the new Bulgarian 
frontier lines to the mouth of th<» 
Danube. The frontier is rectified In 
favor of Austria-Hungary.
